Eugene Runyard haa been re-appoint- 
ed as assistant State's Attorney of 
Lake County by State's Attorney Dady 
The appointment was made on Friday 
morning, December 13. The appoint- 
ment met with the sanction of tho 
board of supervisors. 

A resolution fixing the salary of tho 
assistant .state's attorney at 
was passed at a supervisors 
Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Runyard is one of tho youngest 
members of {he bar association. He 
is a native of Antioch, and is one of the 
the county's best known men. 

He has been successful during his 
practice in this city, and for the past 
three years has been assisting State's 
Attorney Dady. 

Under the present plan, Mr. Runyard 
merely secured what the state's attor- 
ney wishdd to pay for his Borvices 
Now he is under the salary basis. Un- 
der the . new state law, Mr. Dttdy now 
receiveB'$5.000 a. year, eflfective Dec. 1. 



Overseer Volivn Sunday in Zign City, 
defied the coroner, nnd state's at- 
torney and other public oHicials to 
prosecute him for failure to permit 
doctors to attend Mrs. Catherine Mole 
and Arthur Reed, two Zionites who died 
in great agony without medical attend- 
ance and at whoso inquests this week 
tho authorities hope to fix blame for 
their death on Zion religious heads. 

Calling the authorities thieyea and 
scoundrels, etc.. and daring them to 
testify, he declared he is ready to fighl 
them to the finish, winding up his re- 
marks by declaring: "They can all co 
to hell." ** 

He declares he didn't care a snap for 
what any Lake county oflicers say. 
He called all doctors murders, especial- 
ly Lake County physicians and pictur- 
ing them with their hands dripping in 
blood and dared them to prosecute him, 
adding: "I ask no quarter and will 
give none." 

He called doctors highway robbers 
and credited three doctors with murder- 
ing his own father and brother, adding 
that one was a cocaine fiend, the other 
a drunkard and the other an "ignora- 
mus." 

Voliva urged Coroner Taylor to look 
into cases where Waukegan doctors 
have "murdered victims," but have 
passed by unnoticed. He predicted 
Zion's ultimate triumph which when it 
came, would spell the downfall of the 
medical profession, which he termed 
the "black art." 

He said that, Arthur Reed, died be- 
cause he had sinned by smoking cigar- 
ettes and living a notoriously bad life 
and he publicly reprimanded Reed's 
brother for having tied a ligature 
about the wounded arm. The' Brother 
is an ardent Volivaite. 

One man who yelled **you are a false 
prophet" was thrown out of the taber- 
nacle by guards on Voliva's orders. 
Voliva said that Presidents, Garfield, 
McKinley and other big men were mur- 
deced by doctors, adding: "But, thank 
God, Roosevelt read enough of Zion's 
Leaves of Healing to prohibit doctors 
probing his wounds. Ending up he said 
to doctors: "You are a low-down pack 
of liars, thieves, bloodthirsty scoundrels 
and brutes." 

Referring to the recent agitation 
against his methods in Zion, Voliva de- 
clared that all it amounts to is this: 
"The devil is on one of his periodical 
drunks ond he think's he's going to do 
something wonderful." 

"What do 1 care what Coroner Tay- 
lor or his assistant, Conrad says or 
does?" he continued. "What do I care 
what States Attorney Dady oa his as- 



sistant Mr. Barnyard (real name Run- 
yard) says or does?

OrganJ.oti6'n is Dcing Perfected in Racine 
and Kenosha Counties 

Racine ond Kenosha counties Imve 
formed a suusr beet growers associn- 
tion for the protection arid promotion 
of sugar Ijeot growing. The growers 
have bocomo thoroughly aroused to the 
situation, and are convinced that the 
beet companies are taking an undue 
advantage of the trust imposed in them.

AttOrneV ^be.r convenience, prohibiting the raii 
^ road from furnishing cars. One com- 
pany went so far as to have the road 
Rot out printed tarift sheets matructing 
their agents that no cars othPr than 
those ordered by the beet company 
should be loaded with beets and vio*. 
lation of that order meant the agent's 
diamiRsnI. At some stations they al- 
I ^'''^'^'} °"Iy one or two cars loaded a day 
nnd. n some cases only on certain days 
in the month and at one station loading 
wns shutdown twenty-two days in the 
month of November and if an earlv 
wir.ter had sot in the growers would 
have lost thousands of tons of beets 
In some instances the grower has been 
obliged to handle his beets three times 
over. The companies tare the beets at 
the factory and the growers have noth- 
ing to say. The growers who have re- 
ports from the companies find that reas- 
onably clr-an beets were tared from U 
to23 ppr cent. Meetings are being 
held throughout the two counties and 
almost every grower has joined the 
association. 

Racine and Kenosha Counting BPet 
Growers Association, stands for the 
following: A fiat contract with the 
beet companys of six dollars a ton to 
be weighed and tared by a disinterest- 
ed party at the loading stations. Load- 
mg to start as soon as the beet com- 
pany start operation of their factory 
providing cars can be secured, and to 
be received, freight paid, and to be un- 
loaded by the beet company to prevent 
any embargo of the Railroads, which 
would interefere with the movement of 
beets being loaded throughout the sea- 
son. Beets must be 
when loaded. Also

beets loaded the month previous. Fur- 
thermore! the labor should de furnished 
and controlled by the beet company, 
and all beets frozen in the grounH to 
prevent harvestirg after the 10th of 
November shall be paid for by the beet 
companies.

For 
this seat ho pays a dollar. Never does 
he get out and look about for himself. 
The hired lecturer explains everything 
so well. To see the locks tho average 
visitor may tiptoe glngeriy to the 
r-oncroto edge, and gaze down for half 
a minute, only to turn fearfully away 
and spend tho rest of his hour watch- 
ing busy cement-mixers that are ex- 
actly like any other ceraent-mlxora. 

Tho tourist's Impreaslon of tho Pan- 
ama canal has not been allowed to 
sink In. A three days' stay on tho 
isthmus docs not permit of that The 
man who has spent seven to nlno 
days nt sea from New York, dreaming 
of the wonders .ho will find, spends a 
brief hour at Gatun, half an hour at 
Mirafloros. another hour at Culebra. 
and then la off to his train or to din- 
ner. Moat of tho canal ho sees from 
tho rear platform of his train on tho 
way across. Deep. wide, and long as 
la Culobra cut, the view of It from the 
train as the engine awoeps around 
tho bend la distinctly disappointing. 
All about aro towering hills which 
dwarf the cut that winda In and out 
among them. | You got out your 
glassos, but before you got them ad- 
Justed, the train has started. Culobra 
is hidden from view, and the concrete 
tops of the Pedro Miguel locks aro 
seen. Yet because they are only tho 
tops of the locks they appear small, 
and you get another shock of disap- 
pointment. 

Tho fact Is. It is only by getting out 
"on the Job" that one can obtain a 
comprehensive understanding of what 
tho canal haa coat. In energy and time 
and bralna. Ono must rub elbows with 
the workmen and talk with thorn; ho 
must get down Into tho culvert^ be- 
neath tho locks and stand by while 
thoy lower a forty-ton valve gate into 
place; ho must got out beneath the 
dam and Into tho cut, out. over the 
foot-brldgo that sways 200 foot above 
tho locks, and off around tho complot- 
od parts of tho Atlantic and I^iclflo 
divlsiona. 
KBpcclally one must bo willing to 



Ing onglnca. aa thoy mako their way 
toward the aca. hauling their strings 
of laden cars; got close beneath one 
of thoao long-armed steam b^ovcIb 
which swings Its tons of rock and dirt 
In every direction with such scoming 
rccklesaneaa.

Thero are six distinctly different 
parta In a kernel of corn, as will bo 
readily seen by reference to the figure. 

1. Tip Cap — This Is a small cap cov- 
ering tho tip end of tho kernel and 
aerves as a protection to tho end of 
tlio germ. It consists of material 
aomewhnt resumbllng the cob and oc- 
canlonally in shelling corn the tip cap 
remains attached to tho cob, leaving 
tho tip end of tho germ uncovered, but 
nearly always tt remains on the kernel 

2. Hull— Thlfl Is the very thin outer 
covering of the kernel. It conBlats 
largely of carbohydatcs. especially 
flber or cellulose, although It also con- 
tains a small percentage of other con- 
stituents. 

3. Homy Glutenous Part — This part 
lies Immediately underneath tho hull. 
It constitutes a second covering of the 
kernel, usually much thicker than the 
hull. For short It Is called horny glu- 
ten, although It la. of course, not pure 
gluten. However, It Is tho richest In 
protein of any part of tho corn kernel. 

4. Horny Starchy Part— This part 
lies next to the horny gluten, on the 
back and sides of tho kernel. For 
short It Is called horny starch, al- 
though tt Is not pure starch, as It 
contains considerable amounts of other 
constituents, especially of protoln. In 
an examination of tho kernel with tho 
unaided eye the horny glutenous part 
and the horny starchy part are not 
readily distinguished from each 
other, tho line between them being 
somewhat Indefinite and Indistinct. 
Considered both together these two 
parta constitute the horny part of the 
kernel. 

6. White Starchy Part— This part 

CLASSIFICATION OF 
INDUSTRIAL FIBERS 

BY CHARLOTTE M. GIBBS, 

(From "Household Textiles," By Cour- 
tesy of Whitcomb & Barrows.) 

Nature has been lavish In the sup-' 
ply of material that she has placed 
In the hands of man, from which he 
may fashion fiholter, clothing, Imple- 
ments and ornaments. We have seen 
how savage woman learned tho use 
of the reedB and twigs about hor, and 
BO perfected their use that civilized 
man cannot surpass her skill. Primi- 
tive woman developed tho art of 
spinning and weaving finer and finer 
materials, and that development has 
gono on laboriously through the cen- 
turies. 

Modern manufacturing Industry 
uses only a small number of flbora, 
those which hove proved most sulta- 
blo for spinning and weaving, bui the 
energy and skill of designer and chem- 
ist have so altered the appearance and 
quality of these fibers when woven 
Into cloth that it Bometlmes requires 
considerable knowledge to recognize 
them. 

In ordoV to be serviceable In n tex- 
tile fabric, a flber must possess sufll- 
clent length to be woven and a physi- 
cal structure which will permit of 
several fibers being spun together, 
thereby yielding a continuous thread 
of considerable tcnBllo strength ond 
pliability. Those characteristics ore 
present In greatest degree In cotton, 
linen, wool and silk, and all these 
may bo successfully bleached and 
dyed. Tho following simple clasBlfica- 
lion gives tho fibers which may be 
used, according to their origin, and 
aids In tho study of characteristics. 

Vegetable Fibers— Cotton, linen. 
Jute, hemp, ramie, pineapple, aloo and 
zoany other plant fibers used more or 
less In dlfToront parts of tho globe. 

Animal Fibers— Silk, the wool of 
ehoep, alpaca, llama, camel, angora 
goat and other hairs or wools of anl- 
raalB used for weaving of foiling Into 
cloth. ' 

Mineral and ArUflcIal Fibers— This

occupies tbo crown end of tho kemol 
above the germ and It also nearly sur- 
rounds tho germ towards tho tip of 
tho kernel. For convenience this ma- 
terial Is called white starch, although 
It is not putro starch. In some kernels 
tho homy starch extends nearly or 
quite to tho germ (near tho middle of 
the kernel) and thus separates more 
or less completely tbo white starch 
Into two parts, which wo call crown 
starch and tip starch. 

6. Germ — The germ occupies tho 
center of tho front of tho kernel tow- 
ard tho tip end and usually extends 
about one-half or two-thirds of the 
length of tho kernel. Within tho body 
of tho germ are the embryo root point- 
ing upward toward tho croWn end and 
tho embryo root pointing downward 
toward the tip end of the kernel, both 
of which are, of course, parts of the 
germ. These embryo parts within 
the germ may be easily seen by any- 
one who will carefully shave off tho 
front side of tho germ from a kernel 
of corn. 

It Is not a dinicult matter to obtain 
pure samples of each of tho above- 
named parts of tho corn kernel, al- 
though in making tho separations 
there Is of necessity some waste mate- 
rial consisting of a mixture of threo 
different parts, namely, homy gluton, 
horny starch and white starch. 

A bushel of ordinary, ahelled com, 
weighing 6G pounds, contains about 
4^ pounds of germ. 36 pounds of dry 
starch, 7 pounds of gluten (rich In pro- 
tein), and 6 pounds of bran or bull 
(mostly fiber), tho balance in weight 
being mado up of water, soluble mat- 
ter, etc. The value of tho germ lies 
In tho fact that It contains over 40 
per cent of corn oil, worth, say five 
cents per pound, while tho starch Is 
worth l',4 cents, tho gluten one cent, 
and the hull about one-half cent per 
pound. 



erago student of textiles. Asbestos 
Is tho common example, and Is chiefly 
valuable for Its non-conducting and 
fireproof, qualities. Although the use 
of asbestos for spinning and weaving 
Is limited. It may be mixed with cot- 
ton or linen and spun, the vegetable 
flber bolng removed later by burning, 
or It may be spun alone. Among tho 
artlflclal flbers used might bo men- 
tioned various metallic threads, but 
tho mo^ Important flbor Is artlflclal 
silk. It is a derivative either of cellu- 
lose or of gelatin, and Is sometimes 
used, as tho name Implies, as a substi- 
tute for Bilk. ^ 

Vegetable fibers aro plant cells. 
Their structure Is simple and tboy 
aro largely made up of cellulose, with 
moro or less foreign material, such as 
plant waxes, resins, etc. They are 
various parta of the plants, such as 
see<I hairs, as cotton; stem flbers, as 
flax, hemp. Jute and ramie; leaf fibers, 
as Manila hemp and various species 
of aloe; or flnnlly. they may be fmit 
flbers, as coir, or cocoanut fibor, which 
comes from the covering of tho cocoa- 
nut fruit. 

The sped hairs are single-celled 
fibers, almost pure cellulose; tho bast 
flbora, or those coming from tho stem 
of tho plants, are multicellular, and 
must be separated from tho woody ma- 
torial In which thoy are Imbedded. 

Animal flbora are nitrogenous flbors, 
protoln, containing carbon, hydrogen, 
oxygen, nitrogen, and In some cases 
sulphur, phosphorus and other mineral 
matters. They aro either appendages 
to tho skin of animals, ae wool and 
tho various hair fibers, or they are 
animal Becretloqs, as Bilk and the se- 
cretion of various spiders, mollusks, 
etc. 

The differenco In structure of tlio 
Individual flbors and claBses of fibers, 
and tho difference In, chemical reac- 
tions, makes necessary very different 
methods . In tho treatment of theno 
flbers In their manufacture Into jsloth. 

In physical B4ructuro the flbers dClf- 
for In length, diameter, strength, elas- 
ticity, color, luster and microscopic 
characteristics.

Supreme Tribunal's Decision Uphold! 

Contention of the Prosecution 

That "65 Pcp Cent." Con* 

tracts Are Illegal. 



Washington, Dec. IS.— Tho govern- 
ment lost its flght before tho Supremo 
court of tho United States Monday to 
have the anthracite coal carry Ing rail- 
roads and their afllliated coal com- 
panica declared to he In a general 
combination In violation of tho Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

It won a victory In getting the court 
to hold void the 65 per cent, contracts 
■whereby tho "raltroad coal compa- 
nies" buy tho output of "Independent" 
mines. Justice Lurton, In announcing 
tho opinion, said those contracts 
were plainly in violation of the law. 

Tho court also held that tho rail- 
roads had violated the law by attempt- 
ing' to shut out of the anthracite re- 
gion a competltlvo road through the 
control of the Temple Iron company. 
As to minor combinations of rail- 
roads and coal companies charged tc 
be violating tho law, the court dis- 
missed tho action without prejudice to 
future suits, because it hold It not fair 
to require those groups to make a 
defense In an action primarily against 
a "general combination." 

In an opinion announced by Asso- 
clato Justice Lurton the court says: 

"1. The general combination al- 
leged by the government to exist be- 
tween the defendant roads for an ap- 
portionment for total tonnago to tho 
seaboard by an agreement In tho na- 
ture of n pooling arrangement has not 
been established and. therefore, tho 
relief sought by tho government upon 
assumption of such combination is de- 
nied. 

"2. The court finds, however, that 
the principal defendants did combine, 
for tho purpose of shutting out from 
the anthracite coal field a projected 
Independent line of railroad, the New 
York. ^Vyoming and "Western railroad, 
and to accomplish that purpose it is 
found that the stock of the Temple 
Iron company and of the Simpson nnd 
. W'atkin collieries was acquired for tho 
purpose of and with the intent, not of 
normally and lawfully developing 
trade, but of restraining Interstate 
commerce and competition In trans- 
portation, which would have presum- 
ably como about through the construc- 
tion and operation of the proposed 
competing line of railroad between tho 
mines and tidewater. 

"3. Tho court holds that certain 
contracts made with producers, cover- 
ing between 20 and 25 per cent, of tho 
total annual supply of coal, known as 
the 65 per cent contracts, by which 
such Independent producers bound 
themselves to deliver the output of 
their mine or any other mine 
which they ^might acquire to 
the railroad companies for 65 per 
cent, of the average market price at 
■*^4.^tlilf;water, were also void, because in 
vTdfiUton of the anti-trust act, as ab- 
normal and Illegal restraints upon In- 
terstate commerce. 

"4. The court reiterates the decla- 
ration in the Standard Oil case, that 
an act of congress does not 'forbid or 
restrain the power to mark normal and 
unusual contracts to further trade by 
rerortlng to all normal methods, 
whether by. agreement or otherwise, 
to 'accomplish such purpose.' Never- 
theTesB, It holds that the acts which It 
finds In this case to be illegal, the 
Temple Iron and 65 per cent, con- 
tracts, wore not within such class, 
but, on the contrary, were abnormal In 
their character and directly tended to 
and were Intended to illegally restrain 
trade and commence and, therefore, 
came within the statute as illustrated 
by tho rulings in St, Louis Terminal 
aasociatlon. and Swift and Co. vs. 
United States."

Salem. Ore., Dec. 16.— Four men 
were hanged In tho ■ponltcntlary In 
this city Friday despite olTorts to save 
their lives that were" uuproccdentod. 
Tho quartette had been undor re- 
prieve granted by Gov, Oswald West 
for varying periods In order that tho 
electorate of tho slate might have 
an opportunity to pronounce Us ver- 
dict whether tho men should hang. 
Tho verdict was given on November 
5 and was In favor of hanging. Gov- 
ernor West turned a doaf ear to the 
scores of appeals that ho save tho 
men's lives.' Ho said ho would lot the 
hangings go on. 

The men executed were Frank Gar- 
rison. Noblo Fauldor, H. K. Roberts 
and Mike Morgan, all murderers from 
obscure counties of tho state. 



START SEARCH FOR SCOTT 

Rescue Party Starts From New Zea- 
land to Hunt Antarctic Explorer 
Missing Nearly a Year. 

Chrifltchurch, Now Zealand. Dec. 16, 
—The polar relief ship Terra .N'ovo 
sailed from this port on Saturday for 
Ross island, In iho far antarctic, to 
bring back Capt. Robert F. Scott and 
his associates of tho British expedition 
which went south more than a year 
ago to discover tho south polo. 

Nothing has been heard from Scott 
and his men slnco tho Terra Nova 
came north on March 5 last, and there 
is much speculation as to tho accom- 
plishments and some uneasiness as 
to the fato of the party. 

When tho Terra Nova sailed from 
Hut Point, the winter quarters of the 
expedition, at tho extreme southern 
end of Ross Island, Captain Scott and 
two companions were still struggling 
toward the pole.

1907. Zeiss contradicted this and said 
McManigal had told him that ho (Mc-

igal Invitod him to become a dyna- 
miter, "I told him the game was too 
dirty for me," said Zeiss.

Whitelaw Reld was bom near Xenla, 
O., Oct. 27, 1887. The town was found- 
ed by his paternal grandfather, a Scot- 
tish Covcna^ntor, nnd his mother was 
Marian Whitelaw Ronal(jB ..of ancient 
Scottish descent His early education 
was received from the teaching of the 
Rev. Hugh McMillan, an uncle, who 
was principal of the academy ol 
Xenla and one of the truflteea of 
Miami unlverflity. Mr. Reld was grad- 
uated with claaa honors from Miami 
In 1856. 

At the ago of 20 years he took up 
joumallBm. He became editor and pro- 
prietor of tho Xenla News, and speed- 
ily made hia power felt as a strong 
factor In the Republican party. He 
chose Horace Greeloy as hla guide In 
newspaper work and modeled hla 
Bheet after the New York Tribune. 

In 1881 he married the daughter ot 
D. O. Mills. During his early married 
life he published several booicB oni 
JournallBm and politics. 

In 1B89 he accepted from President 
Harrison tho mission to France. In 
1892 ho was nominated for vlco presi- 
dent and was defeated, and resumed 
directing control of his paper. 

Mr. Roid'B missions to England as 
tho special amhasaador of the United 
States at Queen Victoria's Jubilee and 
the klng's'coronatlon, furnished an Im- 
portant addition to his quallficatlona 
for thd resident ambassadorship, 
which ho nsaumod In 1905. After re- 
ceiving hlB appointment ho relinquish, 
ed tho active direction of hla paper 
and for tho last seven years bad de- 
voted all his time to his office.

London.— Quietly and unostenta- 
tlouflly. without being In any way her- 
alded by the press, d certain priest 
paid a visit tu London recently who 
deserves to bo ranked among tho 
world's greatest benefactors. His 
name. Father Joe Alguo, .Is scarcely 
Icnown, perhaps In this country, but 
overy man and woman In tho far east 
knows Father Algue, director of the 
Philippine weather bureau at Manila, 
for did he not, after many years' la- 
bor, Invent an Instrument which la 
called the barocyclonometer, by which 
It la possible to guard against the most 
dreaded of fnt eastern calamities — 
the typhoon? 

This instrument Is now In use on 
upwards of 1.000 ships that sail the 
waters of tho far east, whllo ' tho 
American government proposes to fit 
Us ships with a modified form of tho 
Instrument In order that captains may 
te warned of the approach of hurri- 
canes or storms, and thus mako It pos- 
filblo for them to slip out of harm's 
way. And It was In order to have 
this modified barocyclonometer mado 
under his personal supervision that 
Father Algue recently came to Lon- 
don. 

Tho Instrument Is really a combina- 
tion of the ordinary barometer and a 
cyclone detecting apparatus, tho lat- 
ter being Father Alguo's own Inven- 
tion. The barometer used alone will 
tell of the approach of tho storm, but 
will give no hint as to tho direction In 
which tho center or vortex of .the 
storm Is moving. It Is this additional 
Information which tho cyclonometor 
supplies, and Its, use has undoubted- 
ly led to tho saving of millions of 
lives In eastern waters. 

Not only, however, has Father Al- 
guo Invented tho barocyclonometer. 
•but In connection with tho Philippine 
weather bureau.- ho has also organ- 
ized a system of cyclone danger sig- 
nals, which It la no exaggeration to 
soy save thousands of Uvea every 
year. Father Alguo has a corps of 
SO native assistants who are scattered 
through tho Philippine archipelago. 
Some are observors, "others telegraph 
operators, others mossongors, in^^hlle 
at Manila Father Alguo Is In direct 
communication with n score of other 
weather stations in tho Islands, and 
also with points far away from tho 
■ Philippines — Hong Kong for Instance. 
The approach of a typhoon Is at 
onco telegraphed to Father Algue at 
Manila, and ho then sends tho news 
to all quarters by moans of his asso- 
ciates and mosBcngors. At times ho 
has been able to gtvo notice of the 
approach of a, typhoon threo days be- 
fore It appears, and almost always 
manages, to giro news of It ono day 
before. 

We, In this country, have llttlo idea 
t)f tho enormous loss of Hfo and dam- 
ago caused by an eaatom typhoon. 
\Vhen It IB mentioned, however, that 
the average number of typhoons In tho 
Philippines Is 21 a year, and It Is not 
unusual for tho fall of rain In two 
d^ys to equal tho total rainfall of 
other countries for a year, whllo the 
wind has been known to uproot 
churches, some idea of tho value of 
the work which Is being dono by this 
priest, who has practically devoted h^a 
life to typhoon flghtlng. may bo gath- 
ered. 

Apart from *)xo barocyclonometer, 
Father Alguo has Invented several ,oth- 
or weather Instruments of great valuo 
to' raartne^rs, but ho cares llttlo for 
imbllclty or fame, and It Is Interest- 
ing to not^ that ono of his. treatises 
on typhoon fighting was translated 
into- German ond circulated In Eu- 



MUST LIVE WITHIN INCOME 

Judge Refuses to Grant a Divorce to 

a Wife Who Charges She Was 

Subjected to Cruelty. 

Franklin, Pa.— That It la tho right 
of a husband to Insist that his wlfo 
keep tho famUy's expenditures well 
within his Income was a rule laid 
down here by Judge George S. Crls- 
wen In refusing to grant to Mrs. Laura 
F. Sylvester, of Oil City, a divorce 
from William W. Sylvester. 

The wlfo asked for a decree on the 
ground of cruelty, and at tho hearing 
It developed that their troubles woro 
largely financial, tho husband restrict- 
ing tho wifo's expenditures for tho 
family to a sum within his Income. 
In discussing this phase of tho case 
Judge Crlswell sold: 

"Tho husband had upon him the 
burden of tho family maintenance. 
His Income, while fair, was limited, 
and It was only reasonable on his part 
to insist that proper relation should 
bo maintained between such Income 
and tho family expenses. Tho failure 
to preserve It could result In bis 
humiliation and loss of caste and 
standing for business Integrity among 
his associates and In tho community 
something highly prized by* a man of 
principle and honor/* 



BRAGANZA DAGGER IS FOUND 

Portugueao Officials Recover $50,000 
Weapon, Missing Two Years- 
Sought by American. 

Lisbon, Portugal.— Tho famous dag- 
ger of the dukes of Draganza, long co- 
veted by wealthy American collectors, 
has been returned to tho state as mys- 
terlously as It disappeared from the 
royal palace of Neccssldados on tho 
night of October 4, 1910, when King 
Manuel Hod from his castle to find rof- 
ugo on British shores. 

The weapon, studded with precious 
stones and bearing chlselmanshlp atr 
trlbuted to Benvenuto Cellini, la esti- 
mated to be worth $50,000. Many for- 
eigners have sought to purchase It, 
romantic tales associated with tho 
blade having added a historic worth to 
Its Intrinsic value. 

At tho time of tho revolution tho 
Hepubllcan leaders visited the desert- 
ed palace 'and took possession of all 
the jowols and works of art that tho 
royal family had left behind. Tho dag- 
ger and some other valuables, how- 
ever, failed to find their way into the 
hands of tho new authorities. 

Some time ago tho government de- 
cided that all tho furniture. Jewels 
and other property seized at tho pal- 
aces, but which belonged to the fallen 
monarch and his mother. Queen Ame- 
lle, should bo returned to them In 
London, and tho old Inventory books 
of tho Braganza family are being ex- 
amined to separate what belongs right- 
fully to tho royal family from what 
Is considered ns tho property of tho 
republic. Recently tho dagger was 
secretly placed In tho letter box of tho 
ofllclal who Is conducting tho Inven- 
tory. There was nothing to Indicate 
by whom It had been restored. 



WHY HOTEL RATES ARE HIGH 



Some Expenses Not Put Down In the 
Books Are DIaclosed by Wife of 
^ Hotel Manager. 

Now York.~Evory now and then 
one learns something new of tho New 

York hotels. Mrs. Max Thompson. 

wife of tho assistant manager of a 
Gotham hotel. Is entitled to tho gratl- 
tudo of the public for letting In a lit- 
tle light upon the duties and emolu- 
nionta of the hotel managers— even If 
she did do the letting In bocauso. ac- 
cording to her" husband, some dispute 
concerning a fuzzy poodle had risen 
between them. In her petition for all- 
mony Mrs. Thompson alleges that her 
husband's Income Is $8,400 annually. 

Ho Is paid $1,800 for his services; 
$000 as agent for a champogne; $720 
for certain Unnamed services perform- 
ed for hotels Ih Paris, Berlin and Lon- 
don and $1,200 by steamship lines for 
procuring certain business for them." 
That happens to figure up to $10,800 
a year, but the difference" may be set 
down to tho dlfllculty which ladles no- 
torlously experienced In dealing with 
arithmetical facts. It also happens 
that she does not state all tho facts. 
If tho facts In Mr. Thompson's case 
coincide with tho ftwjts In tho other 
hotiji oniclals. For example* tho as- 
sistant manager of the hotel Is allow- 
ed his, rooms and a certain specified 
sum dally In tho dining-rooms. Tho 
discreet pushing of a brand of cigars 
Is always worth something. One bar- 
tender in ono of the great hotels ad- 
mittedly received $10 a day for push- 
ing a certain whisky. No doubt his 
Immediate superiors may have prof- 
ited slightly by tho same brand. Tho 
carriage callers, head porters, stew- 
ards, chefs, detectives, laundry chiefs, 
head waiters— every other employe In 
a position of even ipodlQod authority 
about a hotel — always are ablo to add 
to their Income by certain other side 
Incomes. No doubt they are sometlmos 
moved by sheer gratitude to share 
such gratuities with the men who 
have tho power of discharge orer 
them. "I win take any position of re-

hotel man. "and I will servo without 
salary and with absolute honesty. And 
at the end of tho year I will have 
made more money than the manager's 
salary amounts to. It Isn't any won- 
der that tho public complains of tho 
hotel charges. Look what those 
charges cover."

Foco to faco with 
this timely ques- 
tion I have been 
thinking of the 
households In our 
cities. In many 
of them, I know, 
tho tables will 
groan under nn ar- 
ray of BUbstantinla 
and dalnttcfl, taste- 
ful enough to make 
tho mouth of an 
epicure water. 
There will bo that 
lovely loan from 
the pretty customs 
of tho German fa- 
therland — the 
Chflatmas tree — laden with Us nu- 
niftrous gifts for family and friends; 
the Jlttlo ones will rejoice In toys and 
candid.H; those a bit older, in a wealth 
of books and games, while fathers and 
mothers will have exhausted their In- 
genuity In .llscoverlng each others de- 
sires and tlJoso' of their children In 
order that all may bo gratified on 
this nnnlvorsary of Christ's coming. In 
well-ordered households those who 
serve tho frmlly will bo welcomed 
around tho tree and merriment and 
song will add to the gayety. If he In 
whose name It will all bo done wero 
right horo In tho midst of thom, what 
more could he ask? 

And I dreamed a dream- that ho 
had como once more upon earth, had 
como right down among us and was 
looking with eyoB of deep questioning 
at what was being done in honor of 
his former coming. 

And ns ho walked around hidden 
from all eyes but mine own, his glanco 
seemed to pierce beneath the seem- 
ing and reach the heart of tho festival. 
Ho passed by tho well-warmed • and 
lighted homes, whore all was hap- 
piness and content; he went Into tho 
places where tboso of whom ho. said 
"Of such Is the kingdom of God" 
were playing In tho path of death, and 
his glance was stem as ho saw one 
of "these little ones" sweep Into oter- 
ity beneath tho Iron wheels which 
crushed Its tiny form almost out of 
all semblancH of tho beauty and sweet- 
ness which belonged to It. His look, 
said/ "What gift has been given to 
this child In honor of my birthday? 
Has It had* not even that right of 
©very creature, a safe place to expand 
Its nature In the play which It must 
have In order to grow?" 

And ho went among the homes of 
those who serve the people In tho 
marts of trade, great and small. 
Surely .there we would find the 
Chlrstmas good cheer of which I had 
been thinking. But In too many 
households we found only worry and 
anxious caro for tho morrow and for 
the health of those who were tired 
almost to death after their long hours 
of labor for tho thankless, rushing 
crowd of searchers after "Christmas 
gifts:" they were not thinking of 
Christmas festivities, but only "Lord, 
give rest and bread to eat— rest, Lord, 
rest" 

We left tho middle-class homes and' 
wandered on our quest Into that great 
neighborhood of the weavers, men and 
women by the thousands, who In tho 
best of times can never be sure that 
tho wolf Is far from their doors, and 
who, during these late years of costly 
living, have not often seen the best of 
times. There were attempts In many 
humble homes to celebrate tho coming 
ot the Prince of Peace, but, oh, how 
pitiful was their setting forth of the 
good things we all think belong of 
necessity to this blessed season! 

"^Vhat are you doing to these my 
little ones?" said tho sad eyes with 
the deep questioning look. "Is this 
the best you can give thom In honor 
of mo? "Why, these are no longer 
children; thoy are dworfed men and 
women, with tho spirit of play gone 
from thom ami the weight of years 
upon them In their ver/ childhood." 

And ho went farther among the 
weavers, and camo to tho homes of 
those who had abandoned all hope of 
better times; tho homos where the' 
season of Christ's birth could not be 
celebrated for even their .utmost ef- 
forts could not still the howl of the 
wolf right upon them, not at, but with- 
in tho door. Theirs was the cry of 
the poor women of the roads In the 
Gemmn fatherland In a century long 
gone by, to the appeal of the priest 
who consecrated his life to such as 
thoy. "Glvo us only bread and water 
and we will follow thee." And these 
poor households said, "Give us to 
know where tomorrow's bread Is to 
como from, and wo will bo happy and 
mako a festival for thee; all wo ask 
It to bo freo from the wolf; we are 
willing to work, but work Is not plenti- 
ful enough, and some of us must al- 
ways go hungry.- And the face of the 
Christ grew sadder. 

And we passed Into the homo of 
one of those whose grief must bo 
greater than that of her from whom 
death has taken the husband and 
the father of her little ouos; of ono 




from whom tho man has gone away, 
leaving tho woman to fight single- 
handed against the wolf. Tho effort 
there to keep up heart and to hold 
together the children in the home, 
with tho handicap of the lower wage 
which Is meted out to the working 
woman, seemed even more desperate. 
Tho little ones looked hungr>*; the 
Christmas tree had shrunk'to a tiny 
sprig of green; there was little light, 
and It was, oh, so cold, and tho tiny 
babe on the mother's arm was the 
only soul that smiled. And this at the 
time of plenty, when all should re- 
joice! Is the mother at work at a 
time like this? Yes, In spite of all 
the world has to tell us of "sacred 
motherhood," the woman with tho 
babo on her arm Is not exempt from 
this harsh demand, and at work she 
must be, even'on this day of days, or 
risk the dole which Is all that stands 
between her children and the wolf. 
And deep In the saddened eyes of 
the Christ I read the condemnation 
and the question: He that loveth not 
his brother whom he hath seen, how 
can he love God whom he hath not 
seen?" 

Is the rush of the glft-huylng a sign 
either that there la plenty In the land 
or that we really love to celebrate tho 
birthday of the Christ? If you think 
so, listen to tho groans of tho over- 
burdened father of the family when 
approached with the request for 
Christmas moneys; hear what weary 
women say to each other In passing 
concerning tho unwelcome necessity 
of "exchanging gifts" with so many 
people "who look for something from 
you." What of the original spirit of 
Christmas is there left in this "ex- 
change," this giving In the expecta- 
tion of a return In kind? Thousands 
upon thousands of gifts are "ex- 
changed" by people who bought them 
with the money which was really 
needed for tho dally uses of their own 
households, bought them grudgingly 
In servitude to custom and without a 
particle of real Christmas spirit ac- 
companying the selection or the giv- 
ing. 

But this Is not tho worst of It; the 
children, even, have como to know In 
many families that tbe gifts to those 
outside tho family circle are given not 
because of a loving desire to give, but 
In the spirit represented by "that 
wicked dollar," which Eraerson said 
was given In order to save himself 
the unpleasantness of refusing or the 
trouble of ln\*eBtIgatlng some demand 
made upon hlra. ■\Vhlch has the bet- 
ter claim upon the time and tho purso 
of the man of small means — those 
dear to him who actually need com- 
forts, or the richer friend who In no 
sense needs the thing sent and who 
in turn will feel obliged to make a gift 
to keep his record clear? Shame up- 
on the weakness which forces tho 
"exchange" of what should bo an out- 
pouring of good feeling or else has 
absolutely no ralson d'etre. 

But Is there any righteousness In 
the feeling of smug comfort In the 
homes of tho well-to-do at the Christ- 
mas season? Is tho full table and the 
Joy of one's own household a fair 
offering in honor of him whose com-, 
ing we are supposed to be celebrat- 
ing? 

While we are pretending to be a 
Christian community what are wo do- 
ing to the weak and the' helpless? 
Can there be any greater wrong to 
the chlldron of any community than 



to permit the years during which 
thoy should be laying the foundations 
of knowledge most easily, to find 
them so crowded by thousands out of 
tho schools or sitting on the window 
ledges or (with doubly worked teach- 
ers trying to Instruct two seU of 
youngsters) on "half time"? And yet 
wo go calmly on year after year per- 
mitting money to he misused while 
the little children pay the bills In 
wasted years; and then, when Christ- 
mas comes, the children's festival par 
excellence, we lift up our eyes to 
heaven with the prayer of the Phar- 
Iseo arid rejoice over the Christmas 
season and Its Joy for the children! 
Can there be any neglect of tho com- 
monwealth's interests greater and 
with results more lasting, than our 
failure to consider every child an as- 
set to be treasured and and appre- 
ciated, to be educated to its utmost 
possibilities? 

We nro all prone, men and women 
alike, to look mostly at Immediate 
effects. If some one we know goes 
out to nurse a poorer neighbor 
stricken down with typhoid or any 
of the other preventable diseases, we 
exclaim over the lovely charity of 
tho action and praise the kindness bf 
heart which prompted IL "That," 
says the average person, "Is true 
charity and neighborly love." But If 
that kindly woman were to give half 
the time and effort to help along a 
crusade for pure water or for the 
prevention of consumption or for the 
cleaning up of a pestilent neighbor- 
hood, she would probably be called 
by those Immediately around "her. If 
not a muckraker, at least an uncom- 
fortably active reformer. Yet the 
prevention of the Illness would mean 
more to the poorer neighbor than all 
the kindly nursing during Its continu- 
ance. All we may do In the way oC 
Juvenile courts for the young offend- 
ers Is not to bo compared with giving 
them Just their bare right to play- 
grounds and good teaching, with plenty 
of room for all and well paid teachers 
to work for and with them. 

When we know that the coming of 
Christmas, tho children's festival, Is 
going to make all the young box- 
makers In our city slave extra long 
hours, , In order to fill the rush or- 
ders of tho season, shall we not bo 
shaken out of our smug rejoicing 
over this as a time of plenty for all? 

Not enough schools for the city's 
children; not enough food for them, 
even when they do get Into the 
schools; not enough wages for their 
parents to enable the mothers to 
remain In the homes to look after 
them; not enough money spent by 
tho municipality to give them places 
to play in safety; not enough care for 
their lives to clean up the neighbor- 
hoods in which they falriy swarm; not 
enough Christmas Joy to go round to all 
the city's children— ^uch Is our record 
as wo prepare to celebrate with merri- 
ment and feasting the advent of the 
Christ Child. la It n record of which 
wo dare be proud?

Somo years ago tho Bhepherds of 
Patagonia and Argentina Imported a 
large number of Scotch colllee Into 
IhoBO countries to help herd the sheep.

Tho third turn keeps time for a third 
wash, this time In alcohol, and tho 
fourth la for tho proces of sterilization 
with a wash of corrosU'o sublimate. 
Over all these operations the sand 
glasB stands ns arbiter to decide when

at WeaternvIIle, 
N'. Y. The house 
is standing, and Is 
still occupied dur< 
Ine a part of the 
summer by some 
of hU descend- 
ant!. In those 
early dayi of the 
republic the Journey from N«w York 
by Blelgh took ten dayi. 

In preparation for th« oomln^ fea- 
llvltlea. the diarist note* that th« 
keeping room (as the main room -wai 
then called), which today would b« 
■called the parlor, or drawing room, 
•was trimmed elaborately with spruce 
«nd cedar branches, there being no 
iolly growing In that region. Roses 
made of tissue paper, In red, pink and 
Vhlte. were plentifully distributed 
ithrough the evergreen decorations. 

The roses were made by two young 
■women guests, Mlsa Catherine Floyd 
«nd Miss Mary Floyd, who were en- 
gaged to bo married to James Madison 
end Thomas Jefferson, afterwards 
presidents of the United States. They 
"Were assisted In entertaining guests 
during the day by the Misses Wiggins, 
neighbors of the general. Among 
other guests. Bishop Whipple and a 
fellow clergyman were present, as 
■well as the fiance of the dladat. 

The festivities began Christmas Eve, 
and all the family hung up their stock- 
ings In front of the huge kitchen fire- 
j)laco. The Illumination was that of 
tallow candles In silver and brass can- 
dlestlcka. Mlsa Catherine Floyd had 
expected her fiance. James Madison 
(as waa jotted down In the diary), 
'and -was greatly disappointed at hia 
;not coming. He sent, by way of a 
CfarlBtmaa gift, a full-length llkenesa 
of Gen. George Washington, framed, 
c/.' "Tffhlch woB brought by a neighbor re- 
Iturnlng home from New York. 

The merrymaking waa at Us height 
iChrlBtmaa Eve, all sorU of then faih-

tho open aimco. Many centuries aftor- 
ward musIclaiiH conceived the idea 
of atretrhlnR atrlnpa across an open 
box. Aljout the year lliOO thla waa 
done, tho dulcimer made Ita appear- 
ance, and tho a) rings wore struck 
with hammcra. 

For another hundred years or bo 
theao hammera wore held In tho 
hands, and then somo gonlua Invented 
a keyboard, which, bolng atruck by 
tho flngora, oauscd tho hammers ^ 
•triko tho Btrlugs. Thla -was callofl K 
olavlcythorlura, or keyed clthara, and 
from time to time It was modlflod and 
Improved. 

During Queen Elizabeth's timo It 
vaa called a virginal, and then a 
spinet, because tho hammers wore 
covered with the spines of qulUa, 
•which Btruck and caught tho strings 
and produced tho sound. 

During the period hotwoen 1700 and 
.1800 it waa much improvfid and en- 
larged, and was given the name of 
harpsichord. It was In 1710 that 
Bartholomco Ghrlatofoll, an Italian, 
Invented a keyboard similar to the 
one wo have now, which causes tho 
hammera to strike the wires from 
above, and thus developed the piano. 

During tho last century tho Inven- 
tive genius of musicians tho world 
over has revised and improved it until 
It has reached the present-day per- 
fection.

Book Which Would Be Condemned 

Today Read by Men and Women 

a Few Generatlona Ago. 



Ono of the scarce books which has 
to be Bold at an approaching auction 
sale In this city bears thla fascinat- 
ing title: "Tho Lives of tho Moat Re- 
markable Criminals. Who Have Been 
Condemned and Executed; for Murder, 
Highway, House-Breakera. Street Rob- 
beries, Coining or Other Offenses; 
from 1720 to tho Present Time." The 
"preeent time" referred to In this ti- 
tle was only tho year 1735, so that 
the whole period covered by these 
thrilling and numerous criminal lives 
was only 15 years. It must have 
been a great time for criminals, for 
between the covers of. the book are 
the stories of Jack Sheppard. Kennedy 
tho Pirate. Jonathan Wild. Mrs. Grif- 
fin, Edward Bumsworth. William Bar. 
wick and several other quite cele- 
brated criminals. Cheer up! Those 
were worse tlmts than ours for crim- 
inality— and thoao were the days, too, 
when men and women were hanged 
for burglary, counterfeiting, sheep 
stealing, and even poaching and smug- 
gling. 

An odd thing about that time, too, 
was that hundreds of hooka were print- 
ed which, contained full and harrow- 
ing details of murder and robbery, 
and that almost everybody. Including 
clergymen and delicate ladles, read 
these hooka eagerly as fost as they 
came out. Tho oldest public libraries 
in New England contain, in the book 
collections which were spread before 
the youth of tho community, many 
Buch criminal lives.— New York Mall.

As 
a rule the sermon that has to bo 
measured off by..tli^ mlnuto might as 
well be measured off by the yard.—

In fact, New Year's has 
been ono of tho most movable 
feasts known in history and difTcrent 
nations have celebrated it at differ-

Tho ancient Egyp- 
tians nnd Persians 
began tho new year 
at the autumnal equi- 
nox, September 22, 
and the Greeks In

the Maisachusetts Bay colony, follow- 
ing the example of CromweU's parlia- 
ment, which prohibited all observance 
of the feast and decreed that "holly 
and Ivy were badges of sedition." en- 
acted a law, tn 1G59, obliging all men 
to labor on Christmas day and inflict- 
ing a fine upon those who observed the 
feast It was not until ICSl — more 
than 20 years after the passing of the' 
Cromwell regime and the restoration 
of the Stuart dynasty- to the throne — 
that this law, abolishing personal free- 
dom and liberty of worship, was re- 
pealed: and several years after this 
the spirit of New England was reflect- 
ed In a letter written by Rev. Joshua 
Moody to Rev. Increase Mather, in 
which the observance of Christmas 
was thus referred to: "And the shut- 
ting up of shops on Christmas day and 
driving the master out of school on 
Xmas holyilaiea are very grevous." 

Elsewhere throughout the colonies 
the feast of Christmas was observed. 
Both New Amsterdam and New York 
maintained the old-world customs as- 
sociated with the day and in the south 
the beautiful festival never lost Its 
hoM upon the hearts of the English 
settlers- 
Today there Is no north, no south, 
no east, no west, to Christmas Cele- 
bration in the Cnlted States. The 
story of the Babe of Bethlehem It 
written on every heart and every 
tongue on Christmas morning repeats 
the song the angels sang over the 
Jndean hills: "Glory to God in the 



land, an Indefinite region on the New 
England coas:. wss r^ched. 

Here Uef. who was a Christian, and 
the members of his little band of dar- 
ing adventurers spent the winter of 
1002 and no doubt on the bleak New 
Es^land shore the beautiful feast. 
whose Gcd-like spirit has softened and 
conquered the worUi. was ce.ehrated. 
The Norwegian visits to VlneJand 
■were continued by Thor-*a:d and Thor- 
stjein. brothers pf Uef, who had suc- 
ceeded to the patriarchal office and 
Fo=6essions of hU 'other, aad on the 
deaths in quick succea^sloo of both 
Thorwald and Thorsiein the wife of 
the latter. GadriJa, married a rich Nor- 
wegian named Thorftn aad accompa- 
nied him and a company of bfs follow 
ers to Vineland. where they lived 
three years. Gudrida was a pious 
soul. \\"hen her second husband died 
she visited Rome, narrated to Pope 
Benedict an account of her adventures 
in this far western world and with the 
papal blessing retume^l to Iceland, 
where she foundeii a convent, of which 
she became abbess. 

There are no records bearing oa the { 
Christn.as days spent by these hardy j 
Norwegians In New England, but Im- i 
agination can well picture the renewal 
in this strange land of the Christmas [ 
customs of Scandinavia. And thus It \ 
Is entirety legiUmate to assume that i 
by them the first celebration of the; 
day was observed In the new world. 

ninory. and tra<iltIon as well, are 
silent after this on new world affairs 
until the coming of the Spaniards, fol- 
lowed by the Portuguese, French and 
^glish. By them the feast of the Na- 
tivity was celebrated, and long before 
Plymouth Rock was discovered, to be 
made the cornerstone of a new civil- 
ization, hardy fishermen from Ftance 
chanted the hymns of the Catholic 
church In the waters of Maine. An 
old French chart gives to certain Is- 
lands near the Machlas river, east of 
Penobscot, the names of Isles dea Rols 
MaE;es and Havre Mage — Isles of the 
Magian kings, and Maglan harbor — 
In memory of the three wise men, who 
followed the mysterious star, to lay 
their offerings of gold, of frankincense 
and of myrrh before the Babe of Beth- 
lehem.
